W A S H IN G T O N (UPI) — After tu rn in g in his sword at 
A ppom attox C ou rthou se 110 y ears ago, rebel Gen . Robert 
E. Lee applied to Presiden t An drew John son for citizen ship. 
T oday it’s u p to a n other presiden t, G erald R. Ford, fin ally 
to gran t the C on federate com m an d er his wish. 
W ith Lee’s great-gran dson lookin g on , the Hou se v oted 
407 -10 'Tu esday to giv e the gen eral fu ll citizen ship. T he 
S en ate had approv ed an am n esty resolu tion w ritten by Sen . 
H arry By rd of Virgin ia earlier this y ear. 
Ford’s sign atu re will restore l^ee’s citizen ship retroactiv e 
to Ju n e 13, 18 6 5, the day — som e two m on ths after he 
su rren dered the sou thern forces to Gen . Uly sses S. G ran t 
that Lee first filed an appeal for pardon an d citizen ship. 
Historian s say Lee w asn ’t aware then that a loy alty oath 
was requ ired as the price of forgiv en ess for all officers of the 
rebellion . 
After learn in g of the techn icality , he wen t before a n otary 
pu blic in Lex in gton . V a„ Oct. 2, 18 6 5, raised his right han d 
an d said: 
“ I, Robert K. Lee. do solemn ly sw ear in the presen t of 
alm ighty God, that I will hen ceforth faithfu lly su pport, 
protect an d defen d the C on stitu tion of the U n ited S ta te s 
an d the u n ion of the sta te s thereu n d er ... so help me G od."

downstate in seeking funds to 
open a major burn treatment 
center in the new North Cen­ 
tral Bronx Hospital, 
The 17-I1<*»r hospital, cost­ 
ing $ 100 million, is vacant, 
Montefiore 
Hospital, 
whose 
hack door opens into the new 
facility, has offered to ojwrate 
the hospital and include a ma­ 
jor burn center. 
There are no major burn 
treatment centers in the New 
York area. 
Burn treatment 
techniques are long, tedious 
and trying to the patient and 
to the staff, taking from six 
weeks to years. 
The goal ol the New York 
firelighters is the finest and 
largest burn treatment center 
in the world, to cost about 
$500.1)00. Because there has 
been no positive action by 
state or federal political lead­ 
ers to establish a burn center, 
the firemen hav taken up the 
drive. 
The drive has received the 
endorsement of local fire com­ 
panies and the Hudson Valley 
Volunteer Firemens' Associa­ 
tion.

A m ilita ry spokesman in Beirut said the

He said l^ebanese gunners “ shelled the enemy 
concentration [joints and foiled its repeated 
attem pts to comb the whole village and region." 
The predawn raid came as Israel awaited a 
decision by Kgvpt on letting U .N . peacekeeping 
forces remain in the .Sinai Desert. The mandate 
authorizing the truce force expires Thursday. 
Israel put its forces on alert along all frontiers 
in what officials described as a precautionary 
measure to prevent a suprise Arab attack. 
A m ilita ry spokesman in Tel A viv said seven 
Israelis were wounded, most slightly, in the raid 
on K far Kela. A Beirut spokesman said one 
woman and one child were injured in the 
village. 
Villagers said about 200 Israelis took part in 
the raid. They said about 20 raiders were killed 


or wounded, forcing Israeli helicopter» to evac­ 
uate the casualties.

Ju ly 21, 177S : 


Benj amin Franklin submits to Congress his proposed A r­ 
ticles* for Confederation and Perpetual Union of the 
colonies The general government would retain all powers 
in matters of war. alliance, commerce, currency, Indian 
affairs, and the management of new lands The several 
colonies would finance the federal government through 
taxes levied according to the size of their respective pop­ 
ulations. Congress would consist of only one house, elected 
annually, a committee of Congress would exercise ex­ 
ecutive power. Franklin's plan is put aside. But it 
resembles the plan of union for the provinces he submitted 
in Albany in 1754; and it is a precursor of the Articles of Con­ 
federation adopted by Congress in 1777 and ratified by the 
states in 1781.

Price of Oil 


The basic differences in the approaches to energy 
programs were clearly illuminated at the recent 
debate in the congressional Joint Economic Com­ 
mittee. 
Both the Democratic majority on the committee 
and a spokesman for the administration agree that 
a comprehensive energy program is needed urgently 
in the United States of America. Both sides agree 
also that the price of oil is going to rise sharply in 
the months ahead whether any action is taken in 
Washington or not. 
However, the Democrats believe that the United 
States should retain an artifically low price on oil 
through controls in order not to aggravate the 
recession. 
Alan Greenspan, chairman of th President’s 
Council of Economic Advisers, favors removal ot 
price controls so that all oil produced in the United 
States sells at world market costs. 
The price of about 40 percent of the oil produced 
within the United States is controlled at $5.25 per 
barrel. The controls will expire on Aug. 31 unless 
Congress acts to extend them. 
The gist of the differences is that the Democrats 
think that the Arab nations will raise oil prices even 
if the United States removes the controls. Mr. 
Greenspan apparently does not believe that they 
will. 
It is, of course, hard to second guess the intentions 
of any other nation. However, it is not necessary to 
stare into the crystal hall to predict that oil- 
producing nations are going to act in their own best 
economic interests. 
The economic fact visible among oil-producing 
nations in recet months is that their incomes are 
lower because the world appetite for oil has been 
reduced and that their unity, fragile at best, is 
undergoing additional stress. 
Oil-producing nations have, for example, liber­ 
alized credit terms for purchases of oil, an indirect 
way of lowering the price. And Ecuador, a member 
of the oil producers’ club, recently lowered the price 
of its oil by 43 cents a barrel to stimulate sales. 
Ecuador is symbolic of the majority of oil producers 
who depend on steadily increasing oil income. Even 
nations wih oil surpluses, such as Abu Dhabi and 
Saudi Arabia, are feeling a pinch as their domestic 
budgets rise and the world demand for petroleum 
diminishes. 
In the final analysis, however, the United States 
would be ill-advised to establish an oil policy on the 
basis of what the Arabs might do with oil prices. 
We should act according to our best interests, and 
it is in the interest of conserving our oil to let the 
cost of our oil rise to the value of the precious 
resource that is established by worldwide demand.

WASHINGTON The Coast Guard, whose motto “ Semper 
Paratus" means "Always Ready,“ seems ready to throw a $500 
million aircraft deal to Rockwell International and to mislead 
Congress alrout it. 
The intricate scheme is revealed in voluminous Coast Guard, 
industry and congressional documents in our hands. Based on 
his own investigation, Rep. John Murphy, D.-N.Y., as a former 
Mouse Coast Guard subcommittee chairman, is determined to 
torpedo the bonanza. 
At issue are 41 new medium-range planes which the (’oast 
Guard is buying to replace its present fleet of coast-watchers. 
Total costs, including parts, will easily run to a half-billion 
dollars over the lifetimes of the planes. 
When the decision was made in 1971 to outfit the Coast 
Guard with the partol planes, there was every ap|>earance that 
all (jotential manufacturers would get a crack at the handsome 
contract. 
This would have assured the best break for the taxpayer. But 
by August 197.1, the memos show, the (’oast Guard’s plan for 
competitive bidding unaccountably had been put aside. 
In its place, the memos indicate a noncompetitive contract 
was to he awarded and the “specs" show that only one U.S. 
bidder would qualify. The firm was Rockwell International. 
Competing aircraft makers roared. Grumman wrote Rep. 
Murphy that the Coast Guard was "leading on . . . Grumman, 
Falcon Jet, Gates, I^ear Jet (and) Cessna under the pretense 
of an impending open competition." In fact, said Grumman, 
the Department of Transportation, whih oersees the Coast 
Guard, had already picked Rockwell. 
Further evidence that a “ fix" was in came when the Coast 
Guard's chief procurement officer, with shocking candor, told 
a meeting of planemakers and others that “ I have already made 
up my mind.” 
Shortly before the Coast Guard could hand the $5(X) million 
contract to Rockwell, Murphy got his Irish up and told the 
Coast Guard he would blow the whistle unless they guaranteed 
Iree competition. A few hours before he was to testify, however, 
the Coast Guard capitulated. Commandant Adm. Chester 
Bender agreed to open the field to all planemakers. 
Hut despite the agreement the documents strongly indicate 
that the Coast Guard rigged the contract a second time. The 
new “specs” also leaf! to such special Rockwell features as 
electric foot-warmers, seats with custom corners and deflatable 
entrance seals. 
The new Coast Guard commandant, Adm. Owen Siler, 
vigorously defended the fairness of the procurement and denied 
any outside pressure. “There was no other American airplane 
that would come close." he explained. Nevertheless, he is still 
exploring other possibilities. 
Footnote: This is not Rockwell’s first gusher from the 
government. In an earlier column, we told how it unloaded an 
out-of-the-way $20 million building on the government in 
exchange for far more desirable federal holdings. 
AGAINST THK GRAIN: Two Midwestern grain companies 
have monopolized some $275 million worth of blended grain 
sales to the Agriculture Department which has supinely helped 
perpetuate the costly onopoly. 
A (ieneral Accounting Office report roasts the Agriculture 
Department for caving in to the two companies. The report fails 
to identify them, but we have learned they are Krause Milling 
Co., Milwaukee, and Lauhoff Grain Co., Danville, III. 
Between them they control 95 percent of sales to Agriculture 
of a high-protein blend of corn, soybeans and milk donated to 
hungry nations. The reason for this lopsided market, our probe 
shows, is that Agriculture’s specifications are tailored to the 
two firms’ products. 


James Schlick, deputy head of the blended t<»od program at 
Agriculture, stoutly defended his policies toward Lauhofl and 
Krause. Schlick then reluctantly conceded he «»nee orked lor 
Krause. The two firms deny any connivance. 
WASHINGTON WHIRL: Rep. Bella Abzug, D.-N.Y., plans 
hearings this fall in her House Information subcommittee on 
overclassification of federal documents. In her safe, she already 
has secret documents she hopes to use if she can get them 
unclassified. They include old plans for use of nuclear tactical 
weapons against Red China in case of a threat to Nationalist 
China's offshore islands . . . The Department of Interior has 


awarded a marine archeology contract to a museum even 


though a bid hacked by famed marine expert Jacques Cousteau 


was $70,000 lower. Interior claims the $194.(XX) contract went 
to the museum instead of Cousteau for “technical reasons" . 
. The National Indian Youth Council is fighting a con 
gasification plan on the Navajo reservation, claiming it wi 
spew out deadly lead and mercury. The $4 billion project will 
convert coal into muh-needed natural gas, but the Indians say 
it will siphon up their water without bringing any longterm 
benefits to the Navajos.

The Need fo r Dieg o Ga rcia

W ASHINGTON - Con­ 
fidential diplomatic4 cables re­ 
veal that U.S. Senators seek­ 
ing neutralization of the Indi­ 
an Ocean met icy ’indifference 
from high Soviet officials in 
Moscow, not the warm desire 
to negotiate naval limits being 
described on Capitol Hill. 
The cables, in fact, con­ 
tradict claims by Sen. John 
Culver of Iowa that the sena­ 
torial delegation's visit found 
the Soviets receptive to Indian 
Ocean discussions. The U.S. 
embassy reported home a cool, 
evasive response from key of­ 
ficials, who argued their fleet 
has the right to sail anywhere. 
Culver himself is described in 
the cables as disappointed. 
The solitary basis for claim 


of Soviet pliability is private 
reassurances of one Russian 
whose official mission is to 
massage visiting U.S. legisla­ 
tors. Indeed, both Culver and 
Sen. Gary Hart of Colorado are 
quoted in the cables as saying 
they realize this official's soft 
talk did not represent Soviet 
policy but is an attempt to 
stop the proposed U.S. naval 
base on Diego Garcia in the 
Indian Ocean (statements de­ 
nied to us by both Senators). 
The increasingly hitter fight 
by Culver-led liberals against 
Diego Garcia can be the only 
explanation for his failure to 
fully disclose the official Sovi­ 
et attitude. With efforts to 
pooh-pooh the Soviet Indian 
Ocean base in Somalia de­ 
molished 
by aerial 
photo­ 
graphy and personal inspec­ 
tions, the liberals now demand 
delay on Diego Garcia while 
seeking negotiations with the 
Russians. The Ford adminis­ 


tration position — that the 
Kremlin has no intention of 
neutralizing the Indian Ocean, 
so that waiting for negotiations 
would only increase the Soviet 
headstart there — is but­ 
tressed by what the Soviets 
really told the Senators. 
Negotiating an arms-free In­ 
dian Ocean was brought up by 
Culver at the Senators’ July 1 
meeting in Moscow with Su­ 
preme Soviet members. 
Culver, a freshman Democrat, 
presented foreign policy pro­ 
posals — including reciprocal 
reduction of naval movements 
in the Indian Ocean. 
In responding, the Soviet de­ 
puties 
ducked 
the 
Indian 
Ocean question. When Culver 
persisted, a reply came from 
Boris Ponomarev, candidate 
member of the Politburo. “ In- 
d irectly responding to 
Culver," the embassy cabled, 
"he said that the U.S. justified 
a great armament build-up 


simply because the Soviet Un­ 
ion 
sails into the 
Indian 
Ocean. ‘Fleets can sail any­ 
where.' said Ponomarev.” 
Sen. Hart, like Culver a 
freshman Democrat, re­ 
sponded, according to the 
cable, that "it is not helpful to 
say that fleets are built to 
cruise in all waters.” That 
generated softer language from 
two less influential Russians 
Georgy Arbatov and 
Nikolay Inozemstev, directors 
of think-tanks on international 
relations. While offering the 
possibility of negotiations, 
they suggested 29 
nations 
bordering the Indian Ocean 
would have to he represented. 
Arbatov further fogged mat­ 
ters by saying his government 
"had made a specific proposal 
on the Mediterranean and it 
might he useful to begin with 
that" — a proposal removing 
the U.S. 6th fleet. 
The embassy’s cable de­

That evening. Culver dined 
with Vasily Kuznetsov, first 
deputy foreign minister. With 
its officials not present, the 
embassy cabled back: “ Ac­ 
cording to Culver, Kuznetsov 
also was evasive about (Indian 
Ocean) bilateral nego­ 
tiations.” 
But on July 3, Arbatov in­ 
troduced a new complication.

We’re Flo g g ing a Dea d Ho rse 


In a tew weeks, you will be reading about the first 
anniversary of the Decline and Fall of Richard 
Nixon. The story, 1 feel, lies not in the conscience­ 
less grab for power of one man—it is time for 
America to search its own soul and ask itself why 
it elected this man twice. 
In 1968,almost 32 million of us voted for him. Mr. 
Nixon pointed to Lyndon Johnson and asked, time 
after time, "Can you stand four more years of this?" 
We said no. We said it loudly. 
He had a way, he said, of getting us out ot 
Vietnam. “ Peace with honor." We believed that, 
too, even though Lyndon Johnson muttered that it 
any American citizen had found a way out ot 
Vietnam, it was his duty as a citizen to inform the 
White House. 
Nixon also favored a smaller central government. 
We agreed with that. too. He pointed gleefully to 
a little girl carrying a sign: "Bring Us Together." He 
would do that. too. 
So 31,785,480 of us voted him in as President ol 
the United States. We have been so busy, these past 
two years, finding out what was wrong with him that 
we haven’t had time to ask what is wrong with us. 
A lot is wrong. We are naive. We need heroes and 
villains. The Presidency has become a popularity 
contest. We seldom vote for the man best suited for 
the office. We instinctively "like" one man and 
"dislike" or “ mistrust" another. 
Dn the record, our judgment is bad. We wanted 
Nixon and Agnew and we stuck both barrels in our 
mouths and pulled the triggers. We overlooked the 


little indices. President Nixon put the White House 
police in new uniforms—burnished helmets and 
Student Prince costumes. 
We turned away when he ordered the arrest and 
prosecution of a boy who broke through police lines 
with a pad and pencil, asking for an autograph. His 
monumental fits of rage were hidden from us. 
We rejoiced when the President turned a vitriolic 
Vice President loose to attack the press. It was 
precisely what ost of us wished we had the nerve to 
do tumble the lords of the press. We applauded. 
But somehow, we missed the point. President 
Nixon saw the press as the sole independent enemy 
which could tumble him from power. So he flogged 
newspapers and used television as though he alone 
could command prime time to tell us how virtuous 
and far seeing he was. 
His “secret" way of getting us out of Vietnam 
remained secret for almost four years. When he was 
up for re-election, he truckled to the North Viet­ 
namese and got us out as a thoroughly defeated 
military power. Peace with honor? Ask any Vietnam 
veteran. 
The price and wage index, which began to rise in 
the last year of Lyndon Johnson’s Administration, 
began to jump the hedges under Nixon. We un­ 
derwent several "phases” of control, none of which 
worked. 
Our attention was diverted from our internal 
bleeding with trimphal tours to Moscow and China. 
In 1972, as a reward, we re-elected Nixon with 
47,167.319 votes. We did it—you and 1. 


When scandal chipped the White House walls, 
many of us thought the White House press corps was 
trying to "get" the President. The press corps, in 
truth, was sound asleep. Two cub reporters— 
Woodward and Bernstein—broke the story and 
brought the President down. 


He named men to his Cabinet and seldom met 
them. His minions drew up a list of enemies—I’m 
not proud of being on it- and some were tapped, 
some were investigated to death by the Internal 
Revenue Service. 


Now Nixon asks the U.S. District Court for his 
Presidential papers and tapes. So far, the govern­ 
ment has refused on the grounds that some may he 
required for future prosecutions. Perhaps. The gov­ 
ernment could, if it chose, make certified copies of 
tapes and photo-copy all the documents important 
to future court trials. 


Each President that 1 knew personally—Hoover. 
Eisenhower. Kennedy, Johnson, Nixon when he was 
Vice President —belt that he could augment his post- 
office earnings by writing memoirs. It's an old 
practice, never validated by law. 
The man is entitled, 1 feel, to his personal records. 
How can we deprive Nixon ol what is rightfully his 
property? Is our venom so ingrained that we must 
flog a dead horse? 
Nixon did not make himsell President. We did. 
it hurts to admit it, hut we put him on the highest 
pedestal of all. When he crashed, tew ol us were 
willing to face our personal guilt . . .

Car Sales Perk Up Again 


D E T R O IT (U P I) — The slow recovery lrom 
the auto industry’s worst sales slump in three 
decades perked up in mid-July. Deliveries 
matched — and possibly surpassed — last 
year’s levels, according to industry analysts. 
Kven a slight improvement over results of last 
Ju ly 11-20 would mark the first time since the 
o|>ening period of September that domestic 
auto sales have topped a year-ago reporting 
l>eriod. 
Sales reports were expected from the four 
U.S. companies later today. 
The sales level would he the best for any mid­ 
month |>eriod since last July. 
But even with the optimistic report, mid-July 
deliveries were the lowest for the period since 
1970 and 26 percent below the record level of 
Ju ly 11-20 two years ago, before the Arab oil 
embargo sent sales skidding. 
Analysts credited some of the sales upswing 
to “ buy-ahead” by consumers trying to beat 
anticipated price hikes on 1976 models 
expected to average $300 a car above current 
models. The 1975 models are priced an average 


«1 $1,000 more than the last of the 1973s. 
One executive said he did not exj>ect the rush 
to beat hikes would be as great as last August, 
when sales were at their highest level since the 
current slump began. 


Analysts estimated sales ol at least 205.000 
cars in this year’s Ju ly 11-20 |>eriod compared 
with 231.070 last year. 


Even more im|)ortant than the comparison 
with last year, said one analyst, is the fact that 
mid-July sales topjwd mid-June levels by about 
8 |x*rcent. countering a normal 10 percent 
month-to-month drop. 
“ That continued im provem ent upward 
month by month means we’re pulling out,” said 
one company analyst. 
The sales level could reach 210,000 cars by the 
time the last figures are counted because of the 
ending of a sales incentive contest at General 
Motors’ Chevrolet Division. It began May Hand 
ended Ju ly 20 and was financed heavily to 
reward dealers and sales managers to surpass 
company-set quotas.

It has been reported that Goldov sky actu ally 
hated opera at on e time. Asked aJwiu t it, he 
said: 


“Theatrically , opera was du ll y ears ago — it 
was borin g! Bu t, fortu n ately , it has progressed 
in the last 50 y ears. When I came to the cou n try 
45 y ears ago, ev ery thin g was bein g su n g by 
foreign ers. An American sin ger in Gran d Opera 
was con sidered a freak! 


“Today , howev er, there are man y more Amer­ 
ican s in Eu rope than before an d opera is 
becomin g an American form of art.” 


Goldov sky is carefu l n ot to elimin ate so- 
called "foreign ” sin gers from the opera scen e 
n or does he su pport on ly those operas su n g in 
En glish. 


“We n eed them all,” he told LIFE. “We wan t 
ou r people to sin g with foreign sin gers," he said. 


Goldov sky emphasized there are two ty pes ot 
au dien ces. The first is to be fou n d in large cities 
where opera lov ers hav e been brou ght u p 
listen in g to the great works in foreign lan gu ages 
an d throu gh the u se of recordin gs. 


The secon d ty pe of au dien ce is on e which 
wan ts to see a show, he emphasizes. “An d when 
y ou sin g an opera in En glish, the au dien ce 
u n derstan ds what is goin g on . To them it is ju st 
like a play ," Goldov sky con ten ds. 


The opera ex pert also opposes the idea that 
tran slatin g operas in to En glish resu lts in a 
distortion of the mu sic. 


“There is n o distortion . This is an old can ard. 
Ou r tran slation s are mu ch better. I’m tellin g 
y ou , man y of these Italian tex ts are terrible! 
Bu t we draw n o borderlin e. We wan t them all. 
We wan t all differen t forms of opera in this 
cou n try . An d y ou will fin d that some are 
en tertain in g, some are gay an d others are 
seriou s. It is all opera an d as lon g as it is good 
mu sic an d good theatre — we lov e it!" 


Federal fu n din g an d fou n dation gran ts are 
prov idin g n eeded su pport bu t it is far from a 
solu tion , accordin g to Goldov sky . His progn osis 
for the fu tu re of opera is this cou n try is a 
positiv e on e, howev er, althou gh he admits 
progress is v ery gradu al in the econ omic area. 
Comparin g American sin gers to Eu ropean 
on es, the opera man remain s loy al to this 
cou n try ’s n ew breed of talen t. 
"We hav e the best mu sician s," he em ­ 
phasizes. “ Ev en Eu ropean s con fess to this n ow. 
They admit American sin gers are better train ed 
an d are better actors. Eu ropean s say they 
can n ot compete with ou r sin gers today ,” Gold­ 
ov sky told LIFE. 
If the fou r sin gers appearin g in the Woodstock 
Play hou se produ ction M on day n ight are an 
ex ample of what Goldov sky is talkin g abou t, 
then America does in deed hav e gifted people. 
Literally thrillin g the au dien ce with their 
arias an d du ets were Dian a Sov iero, sopran o; 
Hen ry 
Price, 
ten or; 
Theresa 
Treadway , 
mezzo sopran o; an d Jam es Jav ore, bariton e. 
The sin gers perform regu larly with su ch well- 
kn own compan ies as the Metropolitan Opera 
Stu dio, the New York City Opera an d the Lake 
George Opera Association . 
A major in gredien t in the operatic program 
was the commen tary by Goldov sky . He ex plain s 
tan gled plots in a simplistic, con temporary 
man n er. His approach borders on the folksy 
side. In trodu cin g the open in g selection from 
Barber of Sev ille featu rin g Theresa Treadway 
in the role of Kosin a an d -James -Jav ore, 
bariton e, sin gin g Figaro, Goldov sky said: 
“ Rosin a’s gu ardian wan ts to marry 
her 
himself. The play , howev er, shows clearly that 
n o matter how clev er men are, women are 
smarter." 
In trodu cin g the du et scen e featu rin g Dian a 
Sov iero an d -James -Jav ore from La T rav iata, 
(loldov skv said the title of the opera ". .. mean s 
someon e who has gon e off the rails . . . a 
derailed person . . . a fallen person ." He also 
said: “ In this opera, when y ou hav e fallen , y ou 
stay fallen ' The opera is 125 y ears old. Today , 
we try to rehabiliate those who hav e fallen .” 
"Ev ery on e lov es the opera Carm en ," the 
commen tator an d pian ist said later, “ becau se 
ev ery on e can iden tify with Carmen or Don 
•lose." Sin gers were Theresa 'Treadway , mezzo 
sopran o, as Carmen , -James -Jav ore, bariton e, as 
Kscamillo, an d Hen ry Price, ten or, in the role 
of 
Don -Jose. 
Abou t

plot, Goldov sky 
qu ipped: “ In this opera Don -Jose lov es Carmen 
an d wan ts to hav e her ev en if he has to kill her, 
while Carmen won ’t go with him ev en if she has 
to die!"

Scant Effect From Homes Rebate 


KIN G STO N 
The 
much heralded five 
(HTcent federal rebate on real 
estate buys, passed into law 
this March, has not left much 
ol an impression on area real 
estate brokers and building 
contractors. 
Passed as part of the Tax 
Reduction Act of 1975, the law 
allows buyers of new homes to 
deduct five percent of the 
purchase price of a new home 
from his or her taxable income, 
up to a maximum ol $2,(XX) (on 
a $40,000 house). 
It was designed to move 
some of the many newly con­ 
structed houses on a glutted 
market, thereby unloaded fin­ 
ished products and stimu­ 
lating further construction. It 
does not apply to previously 
occupied houses. 
Sound like a good deal? Ac­ 
cording to all the building and 
sales people spoken to by the 
Freeman, it hasn't really made 
any difference in lagging sales. 
Vincent l/>we of Benson A. 
Krom Real Kstate, Kingston, 
has a construction firm and 
also sells property. The law 
“ has not helped at all,” he 
said. “The buying public is not 
interested." He recounted tak­ 
ing a man “ in the $80,(XX) 
range" to look at houses and 
telling him of the $2,(XX) re-

And he named a half dozen 
local building contractors who 
are not enchanted by the law 
“ I know a lot of builders in the 
area.” he said, “and they’re 
not moving anything." l»we 
used a phrase often repeated 
by others!

Helen Battistoni of Bat- 
tistoni Ltd., Rhinebeck and 
Kingston, noted that many 
builders have homes on their 
hands and cannot "get rid of 
them." The law applies to any 
home started prior to March 
26 but not occupied. 


"The general consensus is 
that there has been no great 
effect," said Mrs. Battistoni, 
president of Dutchess County 
Realtors. “ For a $40,(XX) in­ 


vestment, you're not going to 
run out and get the lirst thing 
that comes along. It s not like 
buying a pair of shoes; you 
shop around. It's a buyers 
market, anyway, 
she con­ 
cluded. 
Jay Kloss, a Kingston con­ 
tractor, said, "1 can t honestly 
say it has helped at all. 
Besides, we all have the same 
thing to offer." 
Steve Coyle, president of 
Matrix Builders in Big Indian, 
felt the law was designed to 
help "major builders with 
large volumes. It's not like 
Long Island or Southern Cali­ 
fornia," he said, where con­ 
tractors may sell 50 or 100 
units in six months. 
Coyle said most people shop­ 
ping for a house are not sophis­ 
ticated in financing, and are 
mostly worried about mort­ 
gage rates and the down 


payment. He termed the law a 
"token" for the benefit of the 
big builders. 
Sylvia Snowden of Rios and 
Snowden Real Estate, King­ 
ston, commented, “ We ap­ 
preciate any help we can get," 
but added that the law has 
"not affected us an awful lot in 
this area." She said people are 
interested when the rebate is 
mentioned, but moft seem not 
to be really aware of it. Mul­ 
tiple Listing Service of Ulster 
County denotes on its listings 
what properties are eligible for 
rebate, and some newspaper 
advertising also points up the 
fact. 
And Mrs. Inge Langham of 
the Irving Kalish agency in 
Woodstock stated that the law 
"hasn't made much difference 
in our case," as the firm deals 
largely in second homes and 
there is not a lot of new con­ 
struction.

passed in the State Senate, 
none were acted upon in the 
Assembly. The State Legisla­ 
ture currently is in recess. 
Mrs. Jankowski said it was 
interesting to note that "the 
original 
permissive 
abort in 
abortion bill introduced in the 
state in 1968 by the present 
Democratic Assembly Majori­ 
ty Leader Albert Blumenthal 
and co-sponsored by the pre­ 
sent Speaker of the Assembly 
Stanley Steingut, specifically 
required the consent of both 
parents 
before 
an 
elective 
abortion could be performed 
on a minor. 
"Today these same men are 
in a leadership capacity and 
are deliberately avoiding ac­ 
tion on a bill which would 
uphold the rights of parents to 
counsel and protect their chil­ 
dren in the abortion dilem­ 
ma,” Mrs. Jankowski said. 
"Pro-life people feel it is a 
shame that the Democratic 
party saw fit to select this type 
of leadership. However, it is 
gratifying to note that two- 


thirds of the legislators that 
co-sponsored the 1968 abortion 
bill are no longer in office,” she 
said. 
"New York State Right to 
Life has sent several letters 
and telegrams to Gov. Hugh L. 
Carey during this legislative 
session, regarding the Parental 
Consent Bill as well as other 
pro-life legislation and to date 
we have received absolutely no 
response from the governor," 
Mrs. Jankowski said. “ It's no 
wonder that pro-life people 
were rallying here to express 
their outrage over this situ­ 
ation. They have been ignored 
in their requests for action on 
legislation that should certain­

Ko o sman pitched a six -hit- 
ter fo r his ninth win as the 
Mets defeated the Reds 3-1, 
but that was o nly half o f it. 
What gav e the New Yo rk left­ 
hander an added thrill was the 
first sto len base o f his career— 
a delay ed steal which led to a 
run in the third inning. 
Kno wn as o ne o f the weakest 
hitting pitchers in baseball, 
Ko o sman o pened the inning 
with a single.- With Way ne 
Ga rrett ba tting, Ko o sma n 
suddenly to o k o ff fo r seco nd 
and wo und up at third when 
catcher Bill Plummer’s thro w 
went into center field fo r an 
. erro r. Mo ments later he sco red 
o n Way ne Garrett's sacrifice 
fly . 
“ There’s no rule in the bo o k 
say ing that a pitcher ca n’t do 
it,” said Ko o sman, no w 8 9 1 
sto len bases behind Ty Co bb's 
all-time career reco rd. “ No o ne 
in the park was ex pecting me 
to go and we hav en’t pulled o ff 
a delay ed steal all y ear. It’s 
really easy to do as lo ng as y o u 
hav e go o d timing. Yo u hav e to 
wait until ev ery o ne is relax ed 
when the catcher is just abo ut 
to to ss the ball back to the 
pitcher." 
Ko o sman walked fo ur and 
struck o ut eight, lo sing his bid 
fo r a shuto ut in the ninth when 
pin ch-h itter Merv Retten- 
mund singled with two o n.

A spokesman for the board 
said no immediate comment 
was available. 
The Ixmrd investigated the 
matter after Rosenbaum al­ 
leged in -January that a portion 
of the donation was used to 
pay Michael Blair, at the time 
the editor of a newspaper in 
l,owville. 
The GOP leader claimed it 
was for Blair's part in the 
leaking of a story damaging to 
Republican (iov.
